ton whom they do not know, and 
who frequently expressed judgm ents 
conflicting w ith their own. 
It is a fine exam ple of democracy 
in action and the democracy of the 
press, that newspapers thus present 
all viewpoints to their readers, while 
m aintaining their own in their edi­ 
torials.

They re 
practically nothing but Pacific coast 
and its wholly undefended, W hat 
would happen to their port* and 
slightly inland m ines, if Jap aviator* 
descended on 'em, would be plenty. 
So Chile hung out when the Pan-
